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THE EM) OF A STAGE COACH 
TRAGEDY. 



I was traveling agent for a large firm, 
and in the co irse of business visited th* 
flourishing little town of Bellair, when 

oar people had many customers. It was 
about the middle of August, and on the 
▼cry night of my arrival that usually 
quiet and sober place was thrown into a 
state of consternation by the occurrence 
of a very unusual circumstance. The 
•tag* coach was accustomed to arrive 
about 8 o'clock, but on the day in ques- 
tion that hour passed and the stage did 
not come in. 

The timekeeper was in a state of great 
agitation, walking to and fro, and won- 
dering what had become of the coach. 

It was at last supposed that some acci- 
dent must have befallen the coach, and 
assistance was being prepared in the 
shape of hor.se men to search the road. 
These were nearly ready, but when just 
upon the point of starting the loud 
blast of the coachman's horn was heard, 
and anxiety as to the safety of the stage 
was exchanged for wonder as to the 
cause of its delay. A few moments later 
it drove up in due form before the office, 
and a little crowd gathered to investi- 
gate the origin of such an unusual cir- 
cumstance. 

The[coachman, upon being questioned, 
gave a very clear and simple explan- 
ation of the affair. A passenger, he said, 
had suddenly insisted on alighting, and 
had banged the door so violently that 
one of the horses had taken fright. This 
had started the other horse, and the two 
had at once galloped madly away, nearly 
demolishing the coach, and were not 
brought to an t il one of them " 
stumbled and hart his fore li 

\ considerable delay. The appear* 
the horse witnc.H.-cd to the truth 
of this statement. Every one was for 
the moment satisfied with this account 
of the delay, but only for a moment, for 
the next instant a much more exciting 
and horrible discovery than the delay of 
the coach was made. * 

One of the porters lounging about very 
naturally opened the couch door and 
prepared to assist the passengers to 
alight But no one stirred within. It 
too dark to see, but the porter, 
| hit hand in, felt the person of a 
i being, as he thought, very wet, 
and who must, from his insensibility, 
either be sleeping, or else was perhaps 
stunned by the accident on the road. 
"Hallo, John," cried he. "who the ; 
have von irot heref The old 
i'rt either deadly asleep or else 
when the horses ran off !" 
The coachman, whose name, it may 
here be stated, was John Rush, replied 
very calmly : 

* Oh, he's all right, Bill. Him and 
his pal had a tiff, but I fancy they'd been 
■ brinkin', and now he's sot asleep." 

Baying so. he brought forward a lan- 
tern, the light of which Bill afterward 
thought made him deadly pale. They, 
however, east the light into the coach 
upon the sleeping gentleman, but the 
next second they drew back with a shout 
of horror. Bilf saw by the light that it 
i not the rain which had damped his 
* i ; the stain upon them could not 
be mistaken. " It's Wood I It's blood ! " 
He eried, shaking the thick crimson 
drops from his fingers. 

Ah for poor Rush, the coachman, he 
Jooked on in blank amazement, like 
a man stricken dumb. The noise whioh 
Bill made attracted the attention of all 
around, who were now only just begin- 
ning to guess at the cause of the delay. 
A scene of terrible excitement followed. 
The whole street was in confusion. It 
was discovered that the coach con- 
tained only one passenger, or rather his 
•xvpse, for he lay in a pool of blood 
quite dead, and it was evident that he 
had been most foully murdered. Ex- 
amination showed that he was a man in 
the prime of life, well dressed and of gen- 
tlemanly appearance, but without purse, 
pocketlxKik, papers, or any other article 
by which he could be identified, except- 
ing a small envelope with two cards in 
it— supposed to be his own — and bear- 
ing the name of Samuel Robinson. It 
was evident that he had been stabbed 
suddenly in the neck, and death must 
nave been almost instantaneous. 

The excitement at Bellalr was very 
g re a t . The proper officials were sent 
for and an investigation made. Every 
res questioned as to who the mur- 
oould be and what steps could be 
to effect his capture. As might 
be expected, all eyes were turned to 
Bosh, the coachman, who was naturally 
supposed to be likely to know something 
about the matter. In fact, some people 
even suggested that he might possibly 
know more than he cared to tell ; but 
this was onlv scandal. He was very 
calm and collected, and, stating to the 
police authorities that he thought he 
could give valuable information, he ao- 
.xanpenied them to the station. 

There he made the following impor- 
tant statement : He had started, he said, 
i Woodley in the morning, with five 
ire. This, of course, could be 
by reference to the officials 
At various places, so he said, he 
set down five passengers. He 
op two. but did not re- 




what they were like, as he 
thought nothing abont them at the time- 
could not say even if the two were men 
or women ; thought they hail alighted 
on the way, and that the gentleman in 
the coach was one of those who started 
first at Woodley. . When ahout two 
miles on the other side of Winfleld Hol- 
low he heard what seemed to him to be 
a violent dispute going on inside the 
coach. He stopped the horses and went 
to the door. Only two passengers were 
then inside — one a young man with dark 
eyes and chestnut hair, and the other he 
could swear was the murdered man. 
Thej seemed to be in high dispute ; but 
when they saw him, and knew tliat their 
altercation had stopped the coach, the 
murdered man — he was certain he could 
swear it was the murdered mas — put 
his head out of the window, and said : 

" What do you want ? My friend and 
I hml a few harsh words, and what is 
that to yon ?" 

When he heard this ho remounted the 
box. About five uiuiuu a lafeun ««c-j*ef 
Uie y.. ' . li-rn on stopped liim to get out, 
seeming to be tan h agitated, w hich he 
supposed to be on account of the dis- 
pute. He did not notice at the time 
which gentleman left, but could certain* 
ly swear that it was the* murdered man 
who had spoken to him from the win- 
dow, and who appeared to be the prin- 
cipal in the dispute A few minutes after 
the unknown gentleman left the mur- 
dered man the accident occurred which 
prevented the coachman from any very 
close remembrance of particular in- 
cidents. 

Rush, the stage coachman, appeared* 
to be much troubled during his exam- 
ination by the police, which was very 
natural, as he had good reason to know 
that he would be greatly blamed, and 
would probably in the end be dismissed 
for carelessness. It is no pleasant thing 
to drive a coach, and to have people 
murdered iu it. He was, however, much 
relieved when he found that his conduct, 
on account of the excitement occasioned 
by the accident, was not considered tc 
be very culpable, and that he was only 
bound over to attend and give evidence 
at the inquest, which he was very willing 
to do. 

The inquest was held in duo course. 
Mr. Pntchard, the Coroner, being an 
active, sensible man, uoilu'ug was left 
undone which might subserve the ends 
of justice. Several people were called 
as witnesses, but only three gave evi- 
dence of any consequence. The first 
was the clerk at tho office where the 
coach started, no gave the names of 
the passengers 1 looked, but could not 
identify the murdered man. 

The next was the coachman, John 
Bush, whose tale was much as haa been 
already told. 

The most important point in his evi- 
dence was that he affirmed that tho mur- 
dered man spoke a little huskily through 
his nose, and had a way of lisping out 
his words so that, even in the midst of 
the fight, he could hardly help laughing 
at him. 

All this evidence he gave iu a clear, 
straight- fur ward manner, such as, it was 
thought, proved him beyond a doubt 
to have no complicity in the foul deed. 

The third witness was the porter who 
discovered the dead body; and after 
these were one or two others who were 
present at the tnie, including the med- 
ical man who examined the corpse. 

The Coron >r summed up with great 
ability, and the jury, without a moment's 
consideration, returned a verdict of will- 
ful murder against some person or per- 
sons unknown. 

The next day the body of the mur- 
dered man was buried and the police re- 
newed their search, but everybody saw 
that, after a little popular indignation, 
and a little fuss on the part of the news- 
papers, the tragedy of the Bellair stage 
would probably become one of those 
mysteries which wait for elucidation 
and punishment until the day of doom. 
Strange to say, however, the perpetrator 
of the crime "was discovered, and con- 
victed on his own evidence, and the very 
means which he adopted to hide the 
dreadful deed were the occasion of it 
being brought to light, as I shall now 
briefly explain. 

The town of Bellair was about forty 
or fifty miles from Woodley, and the 
stage ran between the two places. A 
few miles from Woodley was another 
small town called Oak bourne, and in 
Oakbourne lived a widow lady, named 
Conway, and her daughter. 

Mrs. Conway had a brother who was 
deaf and dumb. His name was Thomas 
Ell wood. His afiiiction, as might be 
supposed, was a source of great trial to 
his family, and had his parents been 
poor it would have made his course in 
Ufe much harder thau it really was; but 
his father, old Mr. Ell wood, had but two 
children, tho eldest a girl — who married 
while young a certain Mr. Conway— and 
Thomas, of whom I am about to speak. 

After Jane Ell wood became Mrs. Con- 
way she saw very little of her own fam- 
ily, for her mother was already dead, and 
in leas than a year after her wedding day 
she lost her father, and now her only 
surviving relative was her brother 
Thomas. 

To Thorn ss Ell wood his father left 
almost all that he possessed, saying that 
his daughter, being married, wanted lit- 
tle, and that poor Tom could do nothing 
for himself. " Poor Tom," however, at 
the time of our story, was no longer a 
boy, for he had nearly reached his 40th 
year, but he had never married. His 
sister. Mrs. Conway, was older than 
himself, and had an only child, a daugh- 
ter, now about 17 years of age, called, 
after her mother. Jane. 

Jane had great expectations, for not 
only was her widowed mother well-to- 
do in the world, but her uncle, Thomas 
Ell wood, had declared that as he was, 
on account of his infirmity, likely to 
spend his days in bachelorhood, he would 
leave all his property to ber. Jane had, 
moreover, a lover, a right good young 
man, to whom her mother had prom* 
ised that she should in due time be 
united, whioh meant whenever Uncle 
Ellwood found opportunity, as he had 
promised, to seltle a certain large sum 
upon her. But Uncle Ellwood had 
hitherto neglected doing so, chiefly on 
account of an innate dislike which he 
had to doing business with lawyers. 
But time and love would allow of no 
longer delay. Uncle Tom had promised 
his sister and niece that he would arrange 
about the property early in the month 
of August, which had already begun ; 
but when, two days after, he called at 
Mrs. Conway's house, he allowed that 
he had totally forgotten all about it 
This confession was, of course, all made 
by dumb show, as from his birth he 
could not utter a word ; and Mrs. Con- 
way's discourse, as Bhe scolded him, fell 
upon deal ears. Thomas was a good- 
natured soul, and his sister carelessly 
thought it did not matter how she rated 
him ; but, although he beard never a 
word, poor Tom's heart was grieved, fur 
he knew he had vexed his sister. 

Mr. Ellwood, of course, could not re- 
ply, although, with the usual tact of 
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afflicted people, he niade a shrewd guess 
at what his sister said. He carried a lit- 
tle tablet and pencd always about with 
him and now he wrote : 

" I'll go to Woodley to-morrow, Jane. 
The stage from Oakbourne to Woodiey 
starts at 6, and I'll go over." 

Mrs. Conway read the sentence and 
then smiled and nodded assent. The two 
were reconciled, and the rest of the 
evening passed off pleasantly enough. 
Jane's lover, Fred, had to go early, but 
Uncle Tom stayed to supper. Jane and 
I her mother went with him to the gate, 
and there hade !:irn good-night. 
Mr. Bllwood then went straight homo 
i to his lodgings, ami after arranging with 
1 his landlady to rouse him early the ful- 
1 lowing morning he went to bed. When 
I the mokuing came he packed up a few 
necessaries, directed hi-, 'l. •.«;.••• to 

I Woodley — for he was a very punctual 
i man — #nd* then, after telling the landlady 
that la* was going to that town for a 
I day or two, he left, lie Uovated fioin 
OaiktMHawne bv the 6 o'clock stage and 
arrived early in Woodley. The next day 
his sister received a letter from that 
town, stating that after seeing his law- 
found it necessary to go on to 
but would return the next day. 
The next day and the next day came, 
but Thomas 1211 wood never came back 
•gain. In his letter he stated that the 
business in question might have been 
done by an agent, but that Mrs. Con- 
.way's impatience and angry words had 
so agitated him that ho had resolved to 
go on at once and do everything him- 
self. He finished his letter with an ex- 
pression of love, but Mrs. Conway never 
forgot or forgave her own hasty words to 
which he alluded. 

As dav after day passed. Mrs. Con- 
way, finding her brother still mysteri- 
ously absent from home, and that* as far 
as she could learn, he had not only been 
away for a much longer time than busi- 
ness could require, but had never been 
seen since, bejran to he much agitated, 
especially as every one wis talking of a 
horrible murder in the Bellair coach. 

At last she went to Bellair, and when 
she learned how the victim had said tins 
and that she thought little about it, for 
she knew poor Tom had no power to 
speak. One evening, however, Bhe saw 
a drunken man rolling home. Like 
other fools of his class, he scattered all 
he hail about him, and Mrs. Conway's 
eyes foil ution a small letter-case which 
he knew belonged to Ellwood. She 
picked it up, followed the drunkard, saw 
where he lived and then applied to tho 
magistrate. The drunkard was arrested. 
Ho proved to lie none other than tho 
coachman, John Rush, who could not, 
however, account fairly for the case. 
Drunk as he was, he was too sens' 1 
betray himself. He was, however, held 
to bail, which, as he could not give, ho 
was of course locked up. 

The next day he was brought before 
the magistrate and examined. Mi's. 
Conway swore that the letter i-. 1..- 
longed to her missing brother* Tho 
coachman swore that he bought it, with 
some other trifles, of a peddler whom 
he met in the street, and, as ther > was n > 
evidenoa -»"• refute tins statement he uun 
at onee uiscnargea. Rush now saw that 
he was likely to become an object of 
suspicion and prepared to fiec. 

Meanwhile the detective police, hav- 
ing at last a clew which even a blind | 
man could not help but follow, set to 
work again in earnest. They saw Mrs. 
Conway and suggested to her that it « ai 
her brother Bllwood who h id been mur- 
dered, and that perhaps the coachman 
knew more of the affair than he chose 
to allow. This suspicion she of course 
declared groundless, as ber brother, be- 
ing deaf and dumb, could not have 
spoken as tho coachman asserted. A 
warrant, however, was obtained for ex- 
huming the body of the murdered man. 
Mrs. Conway at once recognized her 
brother. 

Rush was now again arrested, al- 
though the magistrate was greatly Oj 
posed to the proceeding, as he jus 
stated that there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to justify an arrest. A well- 
known lawyer, Mr. Chancery, however, 
came forward ami clearly showed that if 
Rush, having every facility for forming 
a proper judgment, had sworn solemnly 
that the deceased had said such and 
such things, the deceased being — is was 
now fully proved — deaf and dumb from 
birth, he must -either have deliberately 
committed fierjury or else h<- must have 
some complicity in the bloody deed, or 
possibly he might be guilty of both. 
This argument, coming from a man like 
Mr. Chancery, ^as listened to with 
proper attention. Tho coachman was 
again taken into custody and committed 
for trial 

He was arraigned at the next sessions. 
Had he only murdered the unfortunate 
Mr. Ellwood and said nothing about it 
he might possibly have escaped. But he 
condemned himself out of his own mouth 
by swearing at the inquest that a man 
now proved to have been born dumb had 
said certain things to him. When 
brought up for trial he came with an air 
of defiance and proposed to brazen out 
the whole matter. But when, after ho 
had again been minutely questioned 
sl>out what the murdered man said, and 
Lad sworn to it, other witnesses of un- 
doubted character proved that the un- 
fortunate man never could speak ; then, 
turning to the Judge, the criminal said, 
" The game is played out," and fainted. 

The jury brought in a verdict of will- 
ful murder against John Rush. 

It would, however, appear that all 
that the guilty man said about the be- 
ginning of the fatal journey was true. 
Mr. Ellwood did really leave his hotel 
to go to the post, but being anxious to

India Proofs. 

There are various ways in which de- 
ceptions are practised. For instance, 
"unlettered India proof," aa it is 
technically called, is, from being taken 
off the engraving at an earlier stage, 
very much superior to what is called a 
* ' lettered India print," which is obtained 
after many impressions have been taken 
off the engraving, and when the plate 
has, consequently, become worn, and 
the picture lost its clearness and sharp- 
ness of line. To turn an "India print," 
therefore, into an "India proof," the 
India print is cut down all round close 
to the engraving. A clean sheet of 
Indi i paper, of the same tone as the 
India print, but of a larger size, so as to 
show a clean, blank margin, is then 
mounted on a piece of still larger plain 
paper, and the cut down India print in 
turn is mounted in suoh a position as to 
show the usual margin all round. Before 
drying, the manipulated print is sub- 
jected to immense pressure, which so 
forces the mounted print into the India 
paper as to entirely hide the difference 
in the thickness of the material. A true 
impression taken off a plate leaves the 
mark of the plate aU round the picture; 
and to add this to the "doctored" India 
proof, a plain steel or copper plate of 
the proper size is laid on the face of the 
print, which is again subjected to pres- 
sure, and the deception is then so com- 
plete as almost to baffle detection. A 
volume belonging to a collector was sup- 
posed to contain India paper impressions 
of engravings to the value of £300, but 
on examination they were found to be 
"doctored" plates, not worth £30 in 
all— Chambers' Journal.

Bill saw by the light that it 
was not the rain which had damped his 
hands ; the stain upon them could not 
be mistaken. " It's blood 1 It's blood 1 " 
he oried, shaking the thick crimson 
drops from his fingers. 

Am for poor Rush, the coachman, be 
looked on in blank amazement, like 
a man stricken dumb. The noise which 
Bill made attracted the attention of all 
around, who were now only just begin- 
ning to guess at the cause of the delay. 
A scene of terrible excitement followed. 
The whole street was in confusion. It 
was discovered that the coach con- 
tained only one passenger, or rather his 
corpse, for he lay in a pool of blood 
quite dead, and it was evident that he 
had been most foully murdered.

Only two passengers were 
then inside — one a young man with dark 
eyes and chestnut hair, and the other ha 
could swear was the murdered man. 
They seemed to be in high dispute ; but 
when they saw him, and knew that their 
altercation had stopped the coach, the 
murdered man — he was certain he could 
•wear it was the murdered mat — pnt 
his head out of the window, and said : 

"What do you want t My friend and 
I had a few harsh words, and what is 
that to you ?** 

When he heard this he remounted the 
box.

him to get out 
much agitated, which at 
supposed to be on account of the dis- 
pute. He did not notice at the time 
which gentleman left, but could certain^ 
ly swear that it was ths murdered man 
who had spoken to him from the win- 
dow and who appeared to be the prin- 
cipal in the dispute. A few minutes after 
the unknown gentleman left the mur- 
dered man the accident occurred which 
prevented the coachman from any very 
close remembrance of particular in- 
cidents. 

Bush, the stage coachman, appeared' 
to be much troubled during his exam' 
ination by the police, which was very 
natural, as he had good reason to know 
that he would be greatly blamed, and 
would probably in the end be dismissed 
for carelessness. It is no pleasant thing 
to drive a coach, and to have people 
murdered in it. He was, however, much 
relieved when he found that his conduct 
on account' of the excitement occasioned 
by the ae-rident. was not considered to 
be very culpable, and that ho was only 
bound over to attend and give evidence 
at the inquest, which he was very willing 
to do. 

The inquest was held in duo course, 
Mr. Pritehard, the Coroner, l>eing an 
active, sensible man, nothing was left 
undone which might subserve the ends 
of justice. Several people were called 
as witnesses, but only three gave evi- 
dence of any conseqnence. The first 
was the clerk at too office where the 
coach started. He gavo the names of 
the passengers liooked, but could not 
identify the murdered man. 

The next was the coachman, John 
Bush, whose tale was much as has been 
already told. 

The most imj>ortant point in his evi- 
dence was that be affirmed that the mur- 
dered man spoke a little huskily through 
his nose, and had a way of lisping out 
his words so that, even "in the midst of 
the fight, he could hardly help laughing 
at him. 

All this evidence he gave in a clear, 
straight-forward manner, such as, it was 
thought, proved him beyond a doubt 
to have no complicity in the foul deed. 

The third witness was the porter who 
discovered the dead body; and after 
these were one or two others who were 
present at the t me, including the med- 
ical man who examined the corpse. 

The Coroner summed up with great 
ability, and the jnry, without a moment's 
consideration, returned a verdict of will- 
ful murder against some person or per- 
sons unknown. 

The next day the body of the mur- 
dered man was buried and the police re- 
newed their search, but everybody saw 
that, after a little popular indignation, 
and a little fuss on the part of the news- 
papers, the tragedy of the Bellair stage 
would probably become one of those 
mysteries which wait for elucidation 
and punishment until the day of doom.

Mrs. Conway had a brother who was 
deaf and dumb. His name was Thomas 
Ell wood. His affliction, as might be 
supposed, was a source of great trial to 
his family, and had his parents been 
poor it would have made his course in 
life much harder than it really was; but 
his father, old Mr. EUwood, had but two 
children, the eldest a girl — who married 
while young a certain Mr. Conway — and 
Thomas, of whom I am about to speak. 

After Jane EUwood became Mrs. Con- 
way she saw wary little of her own fam- 
ily, for her mother was already dead, and 
in lees than a year after her wedding day 
she lost her father, and now her only 
rarvwing relative was her brother 
Thomas. 

To Thomas Ellwood his father left 
almost all that he possessed, saying that 
his daughter, beinR married, wanted lit- 
tle, and that poor Tom could do nothing 
for himself. " Poor Tom," however, at 
the time of our story, was no longer a 
boy, for he bad nearly reached his 40th 
year, but he had never married. His 
sister. Mrs. Conway, was older than 
himself, and had an only child, a dangh- 
17 years of age, called, 



.7 years 
after her mother. Jane. 

Jane had great expectations, for not 
only was her widowed mother well-to- 
do in the world, but her uncle, Thoi 
Ellwood, had declared that as he 
on account of his infirmity, likely to 
spend his days in bachelorhood, he would 
leave all his property to her. Jane had, 
moreover, a lover, a right good young 
man, to whom her mother had prom- 
ised that she should in due time be 
united, which meant whenever Uncle 
Ellwood found opportunity, as he had 
promised, to settle a certain large sum 
upon her. But Uncle Ellwood had 
hitherto neglected doing so, chiefly on 
account of an innate dislike which ha 
had to doing business with lawyers. 
But time ana love would allow of no 
longer delay. Uncle Tom had promised 
his taster and niece that he would arrange 
about the property early in the month 
of August, which had already begun ; 
but when, two days after, he called at 
Mrs. Conway's house, he allowed that 
he had totally forgotten all about it 
This confession was, of course, all made 
by dumb show, aa from his birth he 
could not utter a word ; and Mrs. Con- 
way's discourse, as she scolded him, fell 
upon deaf ears. Thomas was a 
nature*! soul, and his taster care! 
thought it did not matter how she 
him ; but, although he beard never a 
word, poor Tom's neart was grieved, fur 
he knew he had vexed his sister. 

Mr. Ellwood, of course, could not re- 
ply, although, with the usual tact of 



afflicted people, he made a shrewd guees 
at what his sister said. He carried a lit- 
tle tablet and pencil always about with 
him and now he wrote : 

" I'll go to Woodley to-morrow, Jane. 
The stage from Oakbourne to Woodley 
starts at 6, and I'll go over." 

Mrs. Conway read the sentence and 
then smiled and nodded assent. The two 
wets reconciled, and the rest of the 
evening passed off pleasantly enough. 
JaneV lover, Fred, had to go early, but 
UncleTom stayed to supper. Jane and 
her mother went with him to the gate, 
and there bade him good-night 

Mr. IJllwood then went strftiglft homo 
to his longings, and after arranging with 
his landlady to rouse him early the fol- 
lowing siorning ho wont to lied. Win n 
the moiling came he packed up a few 
neot s.-Bfies, directed Ins hi;' m ;>> to 
Woodl»" — for he was a very punctual 
mad — #nd then, after telling the landlady 
that hf was going to that town for a 
two, be left, lie bowfcedr fiom 
u.ne bv the 6 o'clock stage and 
arrived early in Woodley. The next day 
his sister received a letter from that 
town, stating that after seeing his law- 
yer he found it necessary to go on to 
Bellair, but would return the next day. 

The next day aud the next day came, 
but Thomas Ellwood never came back 
again. In his letter he stated that the 
business in question might have been 
done by an agent, but that Mrs. Con- 
fray's impatience and angry words had 
Ho agitated him that he had resolved to 
go on at once and do everything him- 
self. He finished his letter with an ex- 
Session of love, but Mrs. Conway never 
forgot or forgave her own hasty words to 
which he alluded. 

As day after day parsed, Mrs. Con- 
way, finding her brother still mysteri- 
ously absent from home, and that, as far 
at she could learn, he had not only been 
away for a much longer time than busi- 
ness could require, but had never been 
seen since, began to be much agitated, 
especially as every oue wis talking of a 
horrible murder in the Bellair coach. 

At last she went to Bellair, and when 
she learned how the victim had said this 
and that she thought little about it, for 
she knew poor Tom had no power to 
speak. One evening, however, she saw 
a drunken man rolling home. Like 
other fools of his class, he scattered all 
be had about him, and Mrs. Conway's 
eyes full upon a small letter-case which 
he knew belonged to EUwood. She 
picked it up, followod the drunkard, saw 
where he lived and then applied to the 
magistrate. The drunkard was arrested. 
He proved to be noue other than the 
coachman, John Rush, who could not, 
however, account fairly for the case. 
Drunk as he was, he was too sensible to 
betray himself. He was, however, held 
to bail, which, as he could not give, he 
was of course locked up. 

The next day he was brought before 
the magistrate and examined. Mrs. 
Conway swore that the letter-case be- 
longed to her missing brother.

Meanwhile the detective police, hav- 
ing at last a clew which even a blind 
man could not help but follow, set to 
work again in earnest. They saw Mrs. 
Conway and suggested to her that it was 
her brother Ellwood who h id been mur- 
dered, and that perhaps the coachman 
know more of the affair than he chose 
to allow. This suspicion she of course 
declared groundless, as her brother, be- 
ing deaf and dumb, could not havo 
spoken as tho coachman asserted.

But when, after be 
had again been minutely questioned 
about what the murdered man said, and 
had sworn to it, other witnesses of un- 
doubted character proved that the un- 
fortunate man never could speak ; then,, 
turning to the Judge, the criminal said, 
" The game is played out," and fainted. 

The jury brought in a verdict of will- 
ful murder against John Rush. 

It would, however, appear that all 
that the guilty man said about the be- 
ginning of the fatal journey was true. 
Mr. Ellwood did really leave bis hotel 
to go to the post but being anxious to 
arrive in Bellair that day, and seeing the 
stage, already started, roundin g the 
corner, he got into it without returning 
for his luggage. The other passengers 
alighted at their several destinations, 
and he was left alone. Bush had some 
slight knowledge of him, and believing 
him to carry a large sum had, when he 
found his victim left without protection, 
stopped the coach, and in an unguarded 
moment stabbed him in the neck. His 
first idea after pillaging the murdered 
man was to bury him on the spot ; but 
fearing discovery, he hid his spoils a 
little way off in the woods, and then con- 
cocted a story to account for the delay 
of the coach — wounding the horse him- 
self, so as to bear out his tale.

India Proofs. 

There are various ways in which de- 
ceptions are practised. For instance, 
"unlettered India proof," as it is 
technically called, is, from being taken 
off the engraving at an earlier stage, 
very much superior to what is called a 
"lettered India print," whioh is obtained 
after many impressions have been taken 
off the engraving, and when the plate 
has, consequently, become worn, and 
the pioture lost its clearness and sharp- 
ness of line. To turn an "India print," 
therefore, into an "India proof," the 
India print is cut down all round close 
to the engraving. A clean sheet of 
Indii paper, of the same tone as the 
India print, but of a larger size, so as to 
show a clean, blank margin, is then 
I mounted on a piece of still larger plain 
paper, and the cut down India print in 
turn is mounted in suoh a position as to 
show the usual margin all round. Before 
drying, the manipulated print is sub- 
jected to immense pressure, which so 
forces the mounted print into the India 
paper as to entirely hide the difference 
in the thickness of the material. A true 
impression taken off a plate leaves the 
mark of 
, and to _ 
proof, a plain steel or copper P ,a te 
the proper size is laid on the face of the 
print, which is again subjected to pres- 
sure, and the deception is then so com- 
plete aa almost to baffle detection. A 
volume belonging to a collector was sup- 
i posed to contain India paper impressions 
of engravings to the value of £300, but 
' on examination they were found to be 

"doctored" plates, not worth £30 in 
alL— Chambers' Journal.

A Hint for Summer. 
The ttitie in India, says Chamber*' 
Journal, is a large curved or sloping 
screen, which accurately tits into each 
door or window facing the west, and is 
made of fbe roots of the khus dius grass 
(Andropsgon murieatus), which singu- 
larly combines strength and porosity 
with the most delicious and refreshing 
fragrance. These screens are about an 
inch in thickness, and, during the hot and 
dry west wind, are satur ited from outside 
with water, which immediately com- 
mences evaporating under the fierceness 
of the blast ; and as evaporation always 
implies oold. the wind which, in the 
veranda, would raise the thermom "tor to 
120 degrees Fahr., passes into the house 
at 75 degrees or 80 degrees, laden w ith a 
delicious fragrance. While tatties are in 
working order all other cooling appli- 
ances are unnecessary. In the neigh- 
borhood of Gwatior and Jhansi then is 
another form of tat tie. A small creep- 
ing, thorny variety of the l>er (Zizyphut 
iujuba) is largely found in the juugles ;

The Great Wellington. 

The great Wellington, "the Iron 
Dnke," was born May 1, 1769, at Dan- 
gau Castle, Ireland ; his father was Gar- 
rett, first Earl of Mornington, and his 
brother was the Marquis Wellesley. Ho 
completed his military education in the 
military college of Angers, France ; en- 
tered the army in 1787 as an ensign, 
and L796 was a Lieutenant Colonel. In 
a brief service^n the Netherlands he dis- 
tinguished himself in several repulses of 
the French, and in 1796 went to India, 
where he rose rapidly, and made his first 
grand success at Assaye, with 4,500 men 
defeating the combined Mahrattu forces, 
from 40,000 to 50,000 strong ; followed 
by the victories of Argaum and the great 
fort of Oawulghur ; for these services he 
was made K. C. B., ami received the 
thanks of Parliament and the King. In 
1805 he returned to Great Britain, ob- 
tained a seat in the House of Commous, 
and in April, 1807, was appointed Chief 
Secretary of Ireland. Iu the year fol- 
lowing be went to Spain in command ot 
an ex]>cdition to drive out from that 
peninsula the French forces, and, after 
M vend affairs, defeated Juuot in the 
battle of Vimieira, and was thanked by 
the Commous. Ho was subsequently 
made Marshal General of the Portu- 
guese army ; various combats ensued, 
and then the victory of Talavera, where 
a desperat ■ struggle took place; he was 
ag.iin thanked by Parliament, and was 
created a peer and given a pension of 
£2,000. His next feat was to repulse 
the French attacks, September, 27, 1810. 
at Busaco, and the year after he received 
tin- thanks of Parliament for liberating 
Portugal. Spain bad next to be cleared 
of its mvadi rs, and this duty also fell to 
bttn. For bis brilliant services at the 
storming of the fortress of Cindad Rod- 
rigo, January 19, 1812, ho was created a 
grandee of Spain, agaiu thanked by Par- 
liament, £2,000 of a further pension 
given him, and he was advanced to the 
peerage with the title of Earl of Wel- 
lington. In Aprd he took Badajoz and 
on July 22 took Salamanca, one of his 
gn atest military triumphs ; for these he 
received the Order of the Golden Fleece, 
and was made Generalissimo of the 
Spanish armies, was once more advanced 
in the British peerage by tho title of 
Marquis of Wellington. Parliament 
thanked him again, and £100,000 were 
laid out iu the purchase of lauds to be 
settled on him and his heirs. He met 
his enemies, the French, at Victoria, 
under Juuot, and added another victory 
to his list, and was made a field marshal 
Of (ireat Britain, and succeeded in 
driving tho French out of the peniusula 
by the time Napoleon had been persuaded 
to sign bis abdication. The great soldier 
of the P.ritish forces was created Mar- 
quis of Douro and Duke of Wellington 
in tho British peerage, and received an 
additional grant of £100,000 and took 
tiis seat in the House of Ijords. When 
Napoleon escaped from Elba. Welling- 
ton was placed iu command of the Brit- 
ish forces on the Continent, and the two 
great antagonists met at Waterloo, with 
the result know to all the world. Web 
lington hail command of the army of oc- 
cupation, ut the request of the allied 
•oyereigna, from 1815 to 1818, dnriug 
which, time there were two attempts 
made upon bis life. The King of the 
Netherlands created him Prince of 
W aterloo, Parliament voted him £200,- 
00!) more, and after various services ho 
succeeded the Duke of York as Com- 
inandor-L'i-Chiof of tho army, which he 
nsiun. .l tdiortly after, on Mr. Canning 
I being called to form an administration, 
to take it agaiu, ami one more resign it 
when he was called to form an adminis- 
tration.

.1 stein bn remarkable career. Here- 
tired En n public civil life in 1846, and 
died a* Walmer Castle September 14.

Cane syrups bIiow a greater tendency 
than beet syrups to become acid and 
pass into the invert form of sugar in the 
process of boiling down. The loss of 
crystallized sugar from this cane is very 
large. 

Fi.ax is cultivated as a field crop in 
California for the seed only. The crop 
of 1681 produced 10,167,545 pounds of 
seed, grown ou 10,952 acres. The fibre 
is not utilized in any general way, and is 
only to some small extent locally. 

The principal food of the farm laborers 
of Orkney Islands is oatmeal, i>otatoos, 
fish and milk. Bread of fi lie wheat flour 
does not give strength to work, and 
English tourists express surprise at the 
apparent vigor and yonthfulness of the 
Orkney octogenarians. 

In Flandeks it is customary to churn 
the milk iu summer after twenty-foiu 
hours, but in winter threo days are al- 
.owed to expire, wheu the milk is poured 
inb> the tub that stands in the cellar. 
If it then does not become sour, the 
dairymen place a can yitii warm water 
in the tub to accelerate it 

For disinfectants abonf poultry bongos 
ami sheds, smoke fro** a wood fire is 
one of the best; alsu*ulphur. In using 
the latter close every opening and chink 
where air can escape, place a pound or 
two of brimstone, in small pieces. Into 
an ircu pan and let it gently burn, 
leaviug the house shut up for the day A 
possible. 

The average of Gorman observations 
show that the annual yield of milk rises 
gradually from tho birth of the first cidf 
till the fifth, reaches its maximum after 
the sixth, sinks .then gradually till the 
tenth calf, when it is sbout tho B*me as 
at the first calving, and, after the thir- 
teenth or fourteenth calf, is only one- 
fourth or one-fifth of the maximum yield. 

It has Iteen estimated that sugir-cane 
contains about ligkteen per cent, of 
sugar, of which about one-third is left in 
the canes after crushing, and is. there- 
fore, lost; that an i.ore of laud will grow 
thirty tones of caties ; but that, owing 
to the loss iu crushing and boiling down, 
the acre does not produce more in actual 
practice than two and one-half tons of 
raw sugar. 

Tub u-u.d theory ss to crooked breast- 
bones is that they ere caused by giving 
perches to chickeustoo early in life, or 
by tho perch being too large or too nar- 
row. Experience ohows, however, that 
crooked breast-l nines are found if the 
chicken is a weakly one and wanting in 
constitutional vigor, or if the birds are 
paxnp rod and brought up at high j •res- 
sure in confined and over-crowded pens, 
where stimulatingeondimeiits and excess 
of feeding tiko the place of free range, 
fresh air, and ample, nutritious food. 

Si'eakino of the hereditary diseases 
and the importance of sound breeding 
stock. Manly Miles gives the following 
case in illustration : A mare affected with 
ring-bone, that unfitted her for farm 
work, was kept as a breeder for several 
years. Her colts were quite uniform in 
form and color, and, as they showed no 
indications of the disease when two 
or three years old, they found ready buy- 
ers tit good prices. At tho age of five or 
six years, however, thev all had ring- 
bone, to a greater or L ss extent, and 
several were entirely disabled. 

Good food andjmre water, regularly 
given, are most esanitial p>inta in feed- 
ing cows. It baa been proven that cows, 
which have been fed regularly on food 
somewhat inferior, have yiehled more 
milk than those to which richer food has 
l>een given, yet not at regular intervals. 
Irregularity in tho hours of fee ling is 
invariably followed by a smaller supply 
of milk, and where this falling off has 
taken place it takes some time for tho 
cow to resume giving her proper quantity, 
or that which she has been accustomed 
to do with 'regular feeding. 

The pig acquires a full mouth of in- 
cisor teeth at about three months old, 
some time previous to which three 
molars have appeared in each jaw, viz: 
the first, second and third. At six mouths 
the primolars and the fourth permanent 
molars appear ; in nine months the tusks 
and fifth permanent molar are changed. 
Three months later the first, second 
and third temporary molars are shed, 
and replaced by permanent ones. At 
eighteen months the sixth or last molar 
ami the lateral incisor are cast, and the 
changes at this time are complete. 

With every improvement in " blood'' 
a corresponding improvement in feed- 
ing and managing live stock must be 
made or nature will surely thwart the 
breeder's plans by asserting her suprem- 
acy and adapting the animal to the con- 
ditions in which it is placed. In the 
cross of asuperior breed upon the average 
stock of the farm, the best results can 
be obtained by a l«etter system of feed- 
ing than tho original stock had been 
accustomed to. An increase in size and 
the ability to fatten rapidly would be- 
come a source of weakness rather than 
au advantage in animals that are unable 
to obtain a sufficient supply of food to 
rive a full and active development of 
the system. 

Mammoth squashes, though of but 
little valno for table use, on rich lauds 
and in those sections where roots are but 
little cultivated are very profitable as 
food for cattle. James J. H. Gregory 
says a half-acre of these squashes have 
averaged seventy-fivo pounds each in 
weight Among proline varieties for 
stock the vegetable marrow holds high 
rank. Fourteen tons have been raised 
on a Bingle acre of land. A single speei- 
men of the mammoth Yellow Chili 
squash grew to the weight of 199 ponuds, 
another in Nebraska reached a weight of 
239 pounds ; from two needs the same 
party raised nine squashes weighing G40 
pounds. From the seeds of Mammoth 
squashes a Minnesota grower reports 
squashes weighing 115, n7 and 139 
pohnds each, and several others from 
75 up to 104 pounds, and all from three 
vines. 

Milk, either of cows or goats, is easily 
obtained in Italy, and is one thing in 
which the Italians are scrupulously hon- 
est, and they cannot help that either. 
The law obliges them, if desired, to 
drive the cows or goats to your door to 
be milked, and it is a very pretty sight 
to see, about six or seven o'clock in the 
morning, the long droves of pure white 
goats pattering through the streets from 
door to door, and then milked directly 
into one's own vessel. Our city milk- 
men might take some lessons in honesty, 
even from Italians. Goats and sheep 
are raised on the heights of the mount- 
ains, above the Une where olives or 
grapes can be profitably cultivated. 
They are attended by shepherds or goat- 
herds, who wear a peculiar dress, con- 
sisting of a red-knit cap, bike an old- 
fashioned nightcap, knee-breeches with 
coarse, white woolen stockings and a 
vest of lambskin, with the wool on, with 
long sleeves also knit of coarse, white 
woolen yarn. They present a very pic- 
turesque appearance when they e° me 
down with their flocks.— Boston CuUi-

ScctAR Icrso fok Caxes.— Sift pulver- 
ized sugar, and to the white of every 
egg add six teaspoonfuls sugar. U the 
cake is a white one, use lemon extract ; 
l»eat the egg to a stiff froth before ad- 
ding sugar ; this will harden in a short 
time, and is very good. 

Doti.1 Vabden Cake. — One half cup 
butter, one cup sugar, beat to a cream ; 
the whites of threo eggs, beat to a 
stiff froth, now beat all together. Three- 
fourths cud of milk, one and one-half 
teaspoonful baking powder in two cups 
of flour ; flavor to taste. 

White Fruit Cake. — One pound of 
butter, one and one-quarter of flour, 
whites of eighteen eggs, one pound 
sugar, one toacupfal milk (sweet), one 
teaspoonful baking powder, two ounces 
almonds, half pounds citron, or the 
almonds may bo left out if preferred. 
Leave out tho fruit and this is delicious 
white cake. 

Dried Appl,* FrnDnto. — One teacup 
cooked dried apples, one cup molasios, 
one and a quarter cups flour, one-quar- 
ter cup butter, one egg, one teaspoonful 
soda, one teaspoonful ground ciunamon, 
a little grated nutmeg. Bake as soon aa 
mixed, servo hot with nance made of one 
cup sugar and half cup butter beaten 
smooth and flavored with grated nut- 
meg. 

Coffee Cake. — Two teacups brown 
sugur, one of molasses and ono of butter, 
one of strong coffee, font of flour, four 
eggs, two tablespoonf uls cinnamon, two 
of spico, two of soda dissolved in the 
coffee, half-pound raisins well seeded, 
half pound citron well cut up into small 
i strips, half pound entrants. I always 
\ brown my flour for this. 

Wriuuso Cart. — One and one-half 
pounds flour, one and one-half butter, 
I one and ouo-ha'f pounds sugar, eighteen 
I eggs, one-half ounce of cloves, 
' one-half ounce nutmeg, one-half 
1 ounce mace, ono gill wine, one 
gill l-randy, one gill molasses, three 
pounds currants, four and one-half 
jvouuds raisins, one and one-half pounds 
I citron, one b spoonful Foda. Bake three 
j hours. This makes three loaves ; use 
pastry flour. 

Stewed Beef With Vegetables. — 
Wash and cut the beef into moderate 
rized pieces ; put into a porcelain kettlo 
and simmer for three hours, adding salt; 
after it has been well i-kiinmed one hour 
mid a half before dinner, put in your 
vegetables, potab<es, parsnips, onions, 
or any kind ; let them cook quietly until 
time to dish up ; dissolve one U bl eapO OO - 
ful of flour iu cold water ; add to tho 
juice in kettle for a rich gravy. Cold 
roast beef is delicious cooked over in 
this way. 

Queem of Prr.nivos. — One pint of 
nice tine bread crumbs, four eggs beaten 
well, the grated rind of a lemon, one cup 
of sugar; mix well, pour into a deep 
dish and bake to a nice brown ; then 
having beaten and sweetened the whites 
to your taste flavor with lemon, spread 
over the top ; brown slightly in the stove 
and serve with hot sanee. Jam or jelly 
is nico, or whipped whites spread )>e- 
tween the pudding. 

Lemon Pie. — Two lemons sliced thin 
and seeds taken out, two cups cold 
water, two cups sugar, two tablespoou- 
fuls flour wet and stirred until smooth, 
yolks of six eggs, bak". Frosting — 
Whites of the eggs beaten to a sUff 
froth, and a cup and a half of white 
sugar; when the pio is Hourly or quite 
done put the frosting on and return to 
the oven until it is lightly browned. 
This makes four good-sized pies. Only 
one crust is used. 

CoLUMBrs Eoos.— A nice Bupper dish 
— Boil eggs until bard done ; when per- 
fectly cold peel off the shells, carefully 
cut them open with a sharp knife, take 
out the yellows and mash them fine ; add 
grated or minofld ham (boiled, of course, 
beforehand), chopped onions, mustard, 
pepper, butter, or better still, salad oil, 
Worcester Bauce, salt and viucgar. Fill 
the whites with this dressing, then join 
together to resemble an unbroken egg. 
place lettuce or peraley leaves in a flat 
dish and lay the eggs nicely and taste- 
fully upon them. 

Potato Salad. — Take four or five 
ordinary sized Irish potatoes, mash well 
and pour in two tablespoon fills melted 
butter, two ouions chopped fine, one 
teaspoonfnl of salt, one of mustard, one 
of black pepper; mix together thoroughly 
with tho yolks of throe hard boiled eggs; 
moisten the salad with half a teacup of 
vinegar; put this into a deep glass bowl, 
aud chop the hard boiled whites very 
fine, with cucumber pickles, two or 
three; spread over the salad. 

Boston Baked Beans. — Pick one quart 
of beans, and let soyk over night In 
the morning put on to boil in cold water 
with half a teaspoonful soda; boil thirty 
minutes; drain aud put in an earthen pot 
with two tablespoonfuls molasses. When 
half the beans are in the i>ot, put in half 
or tli ree- fourths of a pound of pickled 
pork washed and cut in slices; cover all 
with hot water, and bake six hours in a 
moderate oven, they cannot be too long. 
Keep covered so they will not burn on 
the top. Serve in the dish which they 
are cooked. " Householders," try this, 
and see if they are not nice. Old beans 
require a longer time to cook, and may 
have to be filled with hot water two or 
three times. A trial will settle the bean 
question.

ted to carry on a profession, trade or oc- 
cupation of anv sort unless he obtains 
what is willed" a "patent" The poor | 
tax-payer has not even tho satisfaction 
of having his taxes called for. He must | 
take the money to the collector's office, 
and often lose an hour or two while wait- | 
ing till the gri at man cau attend to him. 
Should he be behind m the payment, one 
or two hungry militiamen are quartered 
in his house at bis expense until he has 
cleared off his arrears. Two hundred 
years ago boots and shoes, " those arti- 
cles so essential to human comfort," as 
our author somewhat needlessly de- 
scribes them, were not only taxed, but 
were conspicuously marked on the up- 
per leather with the Government stamp. 
I Medical men have their fees fixed by 
! law, and fixed at a low rate. To make 
I np for this, no druggist cau sell the sim- 
I plest mixtures unless the proscriptions 
of a doctor be produced. If a man is 
suflering from headache or toothache, 
| though he may know of some remedy 
which wUl give him relief, ho cannot 
procure it until he has consulted a med- 
ical man. In somo parts of Holland the 
• houses of the poorer Boers are but Uttle 
better than Irish cabins. " The family 
! live all together in one large room, 
divided by wooden partitions, which 
serves as "parlor, kitchen and bed-room, 
j and is not unfrequently shared with a 
' cow or donkey." The bed is a huge box, 
' filled with heather or seaweed, and in 
districts exposed to floods is often raised 
! to a height of six or seven feet above the 
floor. In respect of cleanliness these 
poor people are far superior to the Irish. 
Even if a laborergets not more than 10s. 
a week, yet he, his wife and children 
will be seen every Sunday "respectably 
dressed and scrupulously clean." It is a 
' very common custom for the peasants to 
leave their wooden shoes outside the 
doors of their cottages, so that they may 
not carry the dirt inside. By counting 
the number of shoes it cau be readily 
seen how many people there are at any 
onetime in the house. — The Saturday 
j Review.

Cash. 

The word cash is derived from the 
Italian cassa, the chest in which Italian 
merchants kept their money, as do at 
the present time the Spaniards in their 
^aja, and the Portuguese in their caxa, 
and the French in their caisse. The ap- 
plication of the word " cash " to money, 
is altogether English, it not having a 
corresponding term in any other Euro- 
pean language. Cash having been so 
inconsiderately adopted instead of cassa 
(chest), entries in the cash book (it 
ahoula be chest book) are made in count- 
nig- houses in this unmeaning way : 
"Cash Dr." and "Cash Cr.," whereas 
the chest, and not the money, is Dr. to 
what is put iuto it ; and credit for what 
is taken out. 

In China cash is the one-thousandth 
part of a tael, or about one-tenth of an 
American cent. The earliest public 
bank in modern Europe was that of Ven- 
ice, founded in 1157. It originated in 
the financial difficulties of the State, 
which in order to extricate itself, had 
recourse to a forced loan from the oiti- 
zens, promising them interest at tho rate 
of four per cent It is generally be- 
lieved that tho Chinese were the invent- 
ors of bank notes, which ore said to have 
originated about 119 years B. C, in the 
reign of the Emperor Ou-ti, who hap- 
pened to bo in wunt of money at the 
time, aud hit upon this device " to raise 
it" AbontSOO A. D., the Chinese, in the 
reign of Haintsoung, of tho dynasty of 
Thitng, issued true bank notes. They 
were called feytsien, or flying money. 
There w as a frequent over-issue of these 
notes, and it was so easy to create this 
paper currency that tho value declined. 
It took 11,000 inin, or 15,000 of our dol- 
lars to bay a cake of rice, and at last the 
issue ceased. Two centuries later notes 
w ere issued in China, under legal re- 
strictions, by joint etwek companies,who 
promised to pay cash for them every 
tlirec years. 

In 1321 Sir John Mandoville, who vis- 
ited India, saw the described money 
made "of lether empreuted, or of 
papyre. " — Troy 2 imcs.

The Cobbler Who Kept School in a 
Workshop. 

Did you ever hear of John Pounds? 
Probably not, and yet he was ow of the 
world's benef actors. He was born in 
1766, in Portsmouth, England. 

In early life he l. ai u. d the trade of a 
shipwright, but was so injured by ■ fall 
that he had to abandon this. He then 
mastered the art of mending shoes, and 
then hired a little room in a weather- 
beaten tenement, where for awhile he 
lived alone, except for his birds. He 
Hfil birds dearly, and always had a 
number of thesn living about his room, 
perching on his shoulder or feeding from 
his hand. 

In the course of time a little cripple 
boy, his nephew, came to live with [Jnole 
John and the linnets and sparrows. Tho 
poor child had not the use of his feet, 
which overlapped each other, and turn- 
ed inward. The kind uncle did not rest 
Until he had gradually untwisted the 
feet, strengthening them by an appara- 
ttsvart oW shoos mi l leather, and final! v 
tanjhktht m to walk. 

Then he thought how much more 
pkaeantly the time would pass for the 
boy if tie know how t-> read ami write, 
so ho began to insti net him. Presently 
it occurred bo him that he could te.:ich a 
class a» easily as he could one 
pupiL So he invited some of the 
neighboring children in, and as the year 
went on this singular picture might be 
seen : 

In the centre of the little shop, six 
feet wide and about eighteen feet long, 
the lame cobbler, with his jollv face and 
twinkling eyes, would be seated, his last 
or lapstone on his knee, and his hands 
busily plying the needle and thread. 
All around him would bo faces. Dark 
eyes, bias eyes, brown eyea, would shine 
from every corner, and the hum of young 
voices and the tapping of slate pencils 
were mingled with tho singing of the 
birds which enjoyed the buzz of the 
school. 

Some of the pupils sat on the steps of 
the narrow stairway which led up to the 
loft which was John's bedroom. Others 
were on boxes or blocks of wood, and 
some sat contentedly on the floor. They 
learned to read, write and cipher as for 
as the Rale of Three; and besides they 
learned good morals, for much homely 
wisdom fell from the cobbler's lips. 

Hundreds of boys who had no other 
chance — for he gathered his scholars f n >m 
the poorest of the poor — learned all they 
ever knew of books from this humble 
teacher. His happiest days were when 
some sunburned sudor or soldier would 
stop in his doorway, perhaps with a par- 
rot or a monkey in his arms, saving : 
" Why, master dear, you suerlv have not 
forgotten me, I hope ? " 

John Pounds taught his little school 
for more than forty years, never asking 
nor accepting a cent of payment from 
any one. 

At the age of seventy- two, on Jan. 1, 
1339, he suddenly died, while looking 
with delight at a sketch of his school 
which had just been made by an artist 
For many days the children of the place 
were inconsolable, and by twos and 
threes they earn© and stood by the 
closed door, which, in John Pound's 
time hail always been open to the 
needy. 

A life like this, so lowly yet so useful, 
ocra taints lessons for US all.

A Hint for Summer, 
The tattle in India, says Chambers' 
Journal, is a large curved or sloping 
screen, which accurately fits into each 
door or Window facing the west, and is 
made of the roots of the khuskhus grass 
(Andropsoon muricatus), which siugu- 
larly combines strength and i>orosity 
with the most delicious and refreshing 
fragrance. These screens are about an 
inch in thickness, and, during the hot and 
dry west wind, are saturated from ontside 
with water, which immediately com- 
mences evaporating under the fierceness 
of the blast ; and as evaporation always 
implies cold.' the wind which, in the 
veranda, would raise the thermometer to 
120 degrees Falir., passes into the house 
at 75 degress or 80 degrees, laden with a 
delicious fragrance. While tatties are in 
working order all other cooling appli- 
ances are unnecessary. In the neigh- 
borhood of Owalior and Jhansi there is 
another form of tattie. A small creep- 
ing, thorny variety of the ber (Zizyphus 
iujuba) is largelv found iu the jungles ; 
this is collected and dried, and at the 
proper tune tho whole west veranda is 
inclosed with thorny walls nine to ten 
inches thick, and these being saturated 
from the outside, all doors are thrown 
apen, sad a delightful temperature is 
«ecur»i Tatties are of no use during 
the easterly wind, which ushers in and 
accompanies the rains. Laden with 
moisture, it is a damp wind, and, there- 
fore, retards evaporation.

Iu his narrative of the experience of 
tho Jeaunutte crew, Lieutenant Danen- 
hower says: During the summer some 
of us used to take the skin boats or the 
dingy and paddle among the cracks. 
On one occasion Captain De Long was 
alone in the dingy and was interviewed 
by a bear, who suddenly approached out 
of the nibd and stood watching him iu 
the most dignified manner. The Captain 
retreated in good order. During the 
summer it was very difficult to get bears, 
because they could take to the water so 
readily and thus cut off their pursuers. 
During the misty times they were very 
bold, and on one occasion a she bear 
with two cubs approached the ship to 
within 41 H) yards of the starWoard 
quarter. Fortunately the dogs were on 
the port side and to windward, so they 
did not scent the bear. The greatest 
quietness prevailed, and a squad of about 
ten riflemen was immediately organized 
on the poop. I was watching the bears 
through a cabin air port, and it was a 
very fine sight to see the mother and her 
two cults approach the ship in a wonder- 
ing and cautious manner. I could see 
better under the mist than the people on 
the poop. Heard the Captain say: 

"Do any of you think it is over 250 
yards?" 

All seemed to agree, and he said: 
"Aim at 250 yards, and wait for the 
word 'fire!'" 

Then succeeded a volley. The bears 
reeled and made several turns, and I 
thought that we had bagged all of them, 
but was astonished to see them get up 
and walk off in the most lively manner. 
Of course, all the dogs took the alarm 
and pursued them to the first crack, 
which the bears calmly swam across and 
t bus escaped. But large drops of blood 
were seen, and the she-bear lay down 
once or twice as if wounded. In making 
her retreat she drove her cubs before 
her, and became impatient when they 
moved slowly. The bears had been hit, 
but the distance had been underestimated, 
and most of the shots had fallen short 
This was not extraordinary, because it 
was very misty. 



The Greet Wellington. 

The great Wellington, "the Iron 
Duke," was born May 1, 1769, at Dan- 
gan Castle, Ireland ; his father was Gar- 
rett, first Earl of Mornington, and his 
brother was the Marquis Wellesley. He 
completed his military education in the 
military college of Angers, France ; en- 
tered the army in 1787 as an ensign, 
and 1793 was a Lieutenant Colonel. In 
a brief service^n the Netherlands he dis- 
tinguished himself in several repulses of 
the French, and in 1796 went to India, 
where he rose rapidly, and made his first 
grand success at Assaye, with 4,500 men 
defeating the combined Mahratta forces, 
from 40,000 to 50,000 strong ; followed 
by the victories of Argaum and the great 
fort of Gawulghur ; for these services he 
was made K. C. B., and received the 
thanks of Parliament and the King. In 
1805 he returned to Great Britain, ob- 
tained a seat in the House of Commons, 
and in April, 1807, was appointed Chief 
Secretary of Ireland. In the year fol- 
lowing he went to Spain in command of 
an expedition to drive out from that 
peninsula tho French forces, and, after 
several affairs, defeated Juuot in the 
battle of Vimieira, and was thanked by 
the Commons. He was subsequently 
mode Marshal General of the Portu- 
guese army ; various combats ensued, 
and then the victory of Talavera, where 
a desperate struggle took place ; he was 
agaiu thanked by Parliament, and was 
created a peer and given a pension of 
£2,000. His next feat was to repulse 
the French attacks, September, 27, 1810, 
at Busaco, and the year after be received 
the thanks of Parliament for liberating 
Portugal*. Spain had next to be cleared 
of its invaders, and this duty also fell to 
him. For his brilliant services at the 
storming of the fortress of Cindad Bod- 
rigo, January 19, 1812, he was created a 
grandee of Spain, again thanked by Par- 
liament, £2,000 of a farther pension 
given him. and he was advanced to the 
peerage with the title of Earl of Wel- 
lington. In Aprd he took Badajoz and 
on July 22 took Salamanca, one of his 
greatest military triumphs ; for these he 
received the Order of the Golden Fleece, 
and was made Generalissimo of the 
Spanish armies, was once more advanced 
in the British peerage by tho title of 
Marquis of Wellington. Parliament 
thanked him again, and £100,000 were 
laid out in tho purchase of lands to be 
settled on him and his heirs. He met 
his enemies, the French, at Victoria, 
under Juuot, and added another victory 
to his list and was made a field marshal 
of Great Britain, and succeeded in 
driving the French out of the peninstda 
by the time Napoleon had been persuaded 
to sign his abdication. The great soldier 
of the British forces was created Mar- j 
qui- of Douro and Duke of Wellington 
in the British peerage, and received an 
additional grant of £100,000 and took 
his seat in the House of Lords. When 
Napoleon escaped from Elba, Welling- 
ton was placed in command of the Brit- 
ish forces on the Continent, and the two 
great antagonists met at Waterloo, with 
the result know to all the world. Wel- 
lington had command of the army of oc- 
cupation, at the request of the allied 
sovereigns, from 1815 to 1818, during 
which time there were two attempts 
made upon his life. The King of the 
Xethtrlands created him Prince of 
Waterloo, Parliament voted him £200,- 
000 more, and after varions services he 
succet ded the Duke of York as Com- 
mander-in-Cliief of the army, which he 
resigned shortly after, on Mr. Canning 
b ing called to form an administration, 
to tako it again, and once more resign it 
when he was called to form an adminis- 
tration. Space will not permit us to do 
more than name these few leading inci- 
dents in his remarkable career. Ho re- 
tired from public civil life iu 1846, and 
died at Wolmer Castle September 14.

FARM NOTES. 

Dried brewer's grains are a novelty in 
British markets. Fed to sheep it is 
claimed they have an influence in pre- 
venting or checking the "rot" in sheep. 

Onb praiseworthy act of the Iowa 
Legislature was the adoption of a law 
directing that at least twelve shade trees 
shall be set out in every school-house 
yard. 

It has been estimated by an entomol- 
ogist that 2,000 chinch-bugs on a farm, 
in spring, will, in a favorable season, if 
undisturbed by quail or other enemies, 
increase in one year to 2,000,000,000. 

Cane syrups show a greater tendency 
than beet syrups to become acid and 
pass into the invert form of sugar in the 
process of boiling down. The loss of 
crystallized sugar from this cane is very 
large. 

Flax is cultivated as a field crop in 
California for the seed only. The crop 
of 1881 produced 10,167,645 pounds of 
seed, grown on 10,952 acres. The fibre 
is not utibzed in any general way, and is 
only to some small extent locally. 

The principal food of the farm laborers 
of Orkney Islands is oatmeal, potatoes, 
fish and milk. Bread of fine wheat flour 
does not give strength to work, and 
English tourists express surprise at the 
apparent vigor and yonthfulness of the 
Orkney octogenarians. 

In FnANPEBS it is customary to chum 
the milk in summer after twenty-four 
hours, but in winter three days are al- 
.owed to expire, when the milk is poured 
into the tub that standi in the cellar. 
U it then does not bgeonie sour, the 
dairymen place a can lith warm water 
iu the tub to accelerate it. 

Fob disinfectants abrn/P°'d tr y bouses 
and sheds, smoke fro* * wo °3 fire is 
one of the best; also <ulphur. In using 
the latter close every opening and chink 
where air can escape, P lace a P->nnd or 
two of brimstone, in s»all pieces into 
an ircn pan and let « ffently burn 
leaviug the house shut up for the day d 
possible. 

The average of Geiman observations 
show that the annual yield of milk rises 
gradually from tho buth of the first calf 
till the fifth, reaches its maximum after 
the sixth, sinks .thes gradually toll the 
tenth calf, when it is about the same as 
at the first calving, »d, after the thir- 
teenth or fourteenth calf, is only one- 
fourth or ons-fif th of the m axim um yield. 

It has been eetimaisd that sugar-cane 
contains about eighteen per cent, of 
sugar, of which about one- third is left in 
the canes after crushing, and is, there- 
fore, lost; that an u«te of land will grow 
thirty tones of cants ; l>nt that, owing 
to the loss in crusliisrand boiling down, 
the acre does not prwuce more in actual 
practice than two «d one-half tons of 
raw sugar. 

The usual theory ts to crooked breast- 
bones is that they are caused by giving 
perches to chickens too early in life, or 
by the perch being too large or too nar- 
row. Experience shows, however, that 
crooked breast-boast ore found if the 
chicken is a weakly one and wanting in 
constitutional vigc*» or if the birds ore 
pampered and brooght up at high pres- 
sure in confined ana over-crowded pens, 
where stimulatingeondiments and excess 
of feeding take the place of free range, 
fresh air, and ample, nutritious food. 

S pea kino of the hereditary diseases 
and the importance of sound breeding 
stock. Manly Mnes gives the following 
case in illustration : A mare affected with 
ring-bone, that unfitted her for form 
work, was kept ss a breeder for several 
years. Her oolto were quite uniform in 
form and color, and, as they showed no 
indications of the disease when two 
or three years old, they found ready buy- 
ers at good prices. At the age of five or 
six years, however, they all had ring- 
bone, to a greater or less extent, and 
several were entirely disabled. 

< loon food mi'ljjirre water, regularly 
given, are most esssVtial points in feed- 
ing cows. It has been proven that cows, 
which have been fed regularlv on food 
somewhat inferior, have yielded more 
milk than those to which richer food has 
been given, yet not at regular intervals. 
Irregularity in the hours of feeding is 
invariably followed by a smaller supply 
of milk, and where this falling off has 
taken place it takes some time for the 
cow to resume giving her proper quantity, 
or that which she has been accustomed 
to do with regular feeding. 

The pig acquires a full mouth of la- 
teeth at about three months old, 
time previous to which three 
molars have appeared in each jaw, viz: 
the first, second and third. At six mouths 
the primolars and the fourth permanent 
molars appear ; in nine months the tusks 
and fifth permanent moiar are changed. 
Three mouths later the first, second 
and third temporary molars are shed, 
and replaced by permanent ones. At 
eighteen months the sixth or last molar 
and the lateral incisor are cast, and the 
changes at this time are complete. 

With every improvement in " blood " 
a corresponding improvement in feed- 
ing and managing five stock must be 
made or nature will surely thwart the 
breeder's plans by asserting her suprem- 
acy and adapting the animal to the con- 
ditions in which it ia placed. In the 
cross of asuperior breed upon the average 
stock of the farm, the best results can 
be obtained by a better system of feed- 
ing than the original stock had been 
accustomed to. An increase in size and 
the ability to fatten rapidly would be- 
come a source of weakness rather than 
an advantage in animals that are unable 
to obtain a snfficient supply of food to 
give a full and active development of 
the system. 

Mammoth squashes, though of but 
little value for table ow, on rich lands 
and in those sections where roots are but 
little cultivated are very profitable as 
food for cattle. Jam* J. H. Gregory 
says a half-acre o? these squashes have 
averaged seventy-five pounds each hi 
weight Among prolific varieties for 
stock the vegetable marrow holds high 
rank. Fourteen tons aovo been raised 
on a single acre ot land. A single speci- 
men of the mammoth Yellow Chili 
squash grew to the weight of 192 pounds, 
another in Nebraska reached a weight of 
239 pounds ; from two seeds the same 
party raised nine squashes weighing 640 
pounds. From the seeds A Mammoth 
•quashes a Minnesota grower reports 
squashes weighing 115, l*\7 and 139 
pounds each, and several others from 
75 up to 104 pounds, and all from three 
vines. 

Milk, either of cows or goats, is easily 
obtained in Italy, and is one thing in 
which the Italians are scrupulously hon- 
est, and they cannot help that either. 
The law obliges them, if desired, to 
drive the cows or goats to your door to 
be milked, and it is a very pretty sight 
to see, about six or seven o'clock in the 
morning, the long droves of pure white 
goats pattering through the streets from 
door to door, and then milked directly 
into one's own vessel. Our city milk- 
men might take some lessons in honesty, 
even from Italians. Goats and sheep 
are raised on the heights of the mount- 
above the line where olives or 
can be profitably cultivated, 
y are attended by shepherd* or goat- 
herds, who wear a peculiar dress, con- 
sisting of a red-knit cap, hte an old- 
fashioned nightcap, knee-breeches with 
coarse, white woolen stockings and a 
vest of lambskin, with the wool on, with 
long sleeves also knit of coarse white 
woolen yarn. They present a very pic- 
turesque appearance when they come 
down with their flocks.— Boston CuUi- 
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two tablespoonf uls yeast, one tablespoon- 
ful shortening. 

Fbostino.— Beat the yolks of two 
eggs, add ten teaspoonfnls powdered 
sugar, after frosting the cake, set it in 
a cool, dark place to stiffen. 

Scoab Iciso for C AKEs. — -Sift pulver- 
ixed sugar, and to the white of every 
egg add six teaspoonf uls sugar. If the 
cake ia a white one, use lemon extract • 
beat the egg to a stiff froth before ad- 
ding sugar ; this will harden in a short 
time, and is very good. 

Donnr Vabden Cake. — One half cup 
butter, one cup sugar, beat to a cream ; 
the whites of three eggs, beat to a 
stiff froth, now beat all together. Three- 
fourths cup of milk, one and one-half 
teaspoonf ul baking powder in two cups 
of flour ; flavor to taste. 

White Fruit Cake. — One pound of 
butter, one and one-quarter of flour, 
whites of eighteen eggs, one pound 
sugar, one teacupfHl milk (sweet), one 
teaspoouful baking powder, two ounces 
almonds, half pounds citron, or the 
almonds may be left out if preferred. 
Leave out the fruit and this is delicious 
white cake. 

Dbtep Apple PrDoiNa. — One teacup 
cooked dried apples, one cup molasses, 
one and a quarter cups flour, one-quar- 
ter cup butter, one egg, one teaspoouful 
soda, one teospoonful ground ciunamon, 
a little grated nutmeg. Bake as soon as 
mixed, servo hot with sauce niadeof one 
cup sugar and half cup butter beaten 
smooth and flavored with grated nut- 
meg. 

Coffee Cake. — Two teacups brown 
sugar, one of molasses and one of butter, 
one of strong coffee, four of flour, four 
eggs, two tablespoonfuis cinnamon, two 
of spice, two of soda dissolved in the 
coffee, half pound raisins well seeded, 
half pound citron well cut up into small 
strips, half pound currants. I always 
brown my flour for this. 

Wkdpino Cake. — One and one-half 
pounds flour, one and one-half butter, 
one and one-half pounds sugar, eighteen 
eggs, one-half ounce of cloves, 
one-half ounce nutmeg, one-half 
ounce mace, one gill wine, one 
gill brandy, one gill molasses, three 
pounds currants, four and one-half 
pounds raisins, one and one-half pounds 
citron, one teospoonful soda. Bake three 
hours. This makes three loaves ; use 
pastry flour. 

Stewed Beef With Vegetables. — 
Wash and cut the beef into moderate 
oized pieces ; put into a porcelain kettle 
and simmer for three hours, adding salt; 
after it has been well skimmed one hour 
and a half before dinner, put in your 
vegetables, potatoes, parsnip*, onions, 
or any kind ; let them cook quietly until 
time to dish up ; dissolve one tablespoon- 
ful of flour iu cold water ; add to the 
juice in kettle for a rich gravy. Cold 
roast beef is delicious cooked over in 

this way. 

Queen of Pdddinos. — One pint of 
nice fine bread crumbs, four eggs beaten 
well, the grated rind of a lemon, one cup 
of sugar ; mix well, pour into a deep 
dish and bake to a nice brown ; then 
having beaten and sweetened the whites 
to your taste flavor with lemon, spread 
over the top ; brown slightly in the stove 
aud serve with hot saiu-e. Jam or jelly 
ts nice, or whipped whites spread be- 
tween the pudding. 

Lemon Pie. — Two lemons sliced thin 
and -reds taken out, two cups oold 
water, two cups sugar, two tablespoou- 
fuls flour wet and stirred until smooth, 
yolks of six eggs, bake. Frosting — 
Whites of the eggs beaten to a stiff 
froth, and a cup and a half of white 
sugar ; when tho pie is nearly or quite 
done put the frosting on and return to 
the oven until it M ligUtly browned. 
This makes four good-sized pies. Only 
one crust is used. 

Columbcs Eooa. — A nice supper dish 
— Boil eggs until hard done ; when per- 
fectly cold peel off the shells, carefully 
cut them open with a sharp knife, take 
out the yellows and mash them fine ; add 
grated or minced ham (boiled, of course, 
beforehand), chopped onions, mustard, 
pepper, butter, or better still, salad oil, 
Worcester sauce, salt aud vinegar. Fill 
the whites with this dressing, then join 
together to resemble au unbroken egg. 
place lettuce or parsley leaves in a flat 
dish and lay the eggs nicely and taste- 
fully upon them. 

Potato Salao. — Take four or five 
ordinary sized Irish potatoes, mash well 
and pour in two tablespoonfuis melted 
butter, two onions chopped fine, one 
teospoonful of salt, oae of mustard, one 
of black pepper; mix together thoroughly 
with tho yolks of three hard boiled eggs; 
moisten the salad with half a teacup of 
vinegar; put this into a deep glass bowl, 
and chop the hard boiled whites very 
fine, with cucumber pickles, two or 
three; spread over the salad. 

Boston Baked Beans. — Pick one quart 
of beans, and let so»k over night In 
the morning put on to boil in oold water 
with half a teospoonful soda; boil thirty 
minutes; drain and put in an earthen pot 
with two tablespoonfuis molasses. When 
half the beans are in the pot, put in half 
or three-fourths of a pound of pickled 
pork washed and cut in slices; cover all 
with hot water, and bake six hours in a 
moderate oven, they cannot be too long. 
Keep covered so they will not burn on 
the top. Serve in the dish which they 
are cooked. " Householders," try this, 
and see if they are not nice. Old beans 
require a longer time to cook, and may 
have to be filled with hot water two or 
three times. A trial will settle the bean 
question. ; 

Taxes in Holland. 

Taxes in Holland, Mr. Bird tells us, 
are generally very high, aud. it is clear, 
are often very mischievous. Here they 
might learn much from us. "There is 
a tax on every window, door, chimney, 
servant, * ** * on every article of 
household furniture in use. One must 
even pay for the privilege of earning 
one's daily bread, no man being permit- 
ted to carry on a profession, trade or oc- 
cupation of any sort unless he obtains 
what is called a "patent." The poor 
tax-payer has not even the satisfaction 
of having his taxes called for. He must 
tak ' the money to the collector's office, 
and often lose au hour or two while wait- 
ing till the great mau can attend to him. 
Should he be behind m the payment, one 
or two hungry militiamen are quartered 
in his house at his expanse until he has 
cleared off his arrears. Two hundred 
years ago boots and shoes, " those arti- 
cles so essential to human comfort," as 
our author somewhat needlessly de- 
scribes them, were not only taxed, but 
were conspicuously marked on the up- 
per leather with the Government stamp. 
Medical men have their fees fixed by 
law, and fixed at a low rate. To make 
np for this, no druggist can sell the sim- 
plest mixtures unless the proscriptions 
of a doctor be produced. If a man is 
sufleriug from headache or toothache, 
though he may know of some remedy 
which will give him relief, he cannot 
procure it until he has consulted a med- 
ical man. In some ports of Holland the 
houses of the poorer Boers are but little 
better than Irish cabins. "The family 
Uve all together in one large room, 
divided by wooden partitions, which 
serves as parlor, kitchen and bed-room, 
and is not unfrequently shared with a 
cow or donkey. " The bed is a huge box, 
filled with heather or seaweed, and in 
districts exposed to floods is often raised 
to a height of six or seven feet above the 
floor. In respect of cleanliness these 
poor people are far superior to the Irish. 
Even if a laborergets not more than 10s. 
a week, yet he, his wife and children 
will be seen every Sunday "respectably 
dressed and scrupulously clean." It is a 
very common custom for the peasants to 
leave their wooden shoes outside the 
doors of their cottages, so that they may 
not carry the dirt inside. By counting 
the number of shoes it can be readily 
seen how many people there are at any 
onetime in tbe house.— 77t« Saturday

''Cash Dr." and "Cash Or.," whereas 
the chest, and not the money, is Dr. to 
what is put into it ; and credit for what 
V taken out 

In China cash is the one-thousandth I 
Part of a tael, or about one-tenth of an 
American cent The earliest public 
hank in modern Europe was that of Yen- 
He, founded in 1157. It originated in 
the financial difficulties of the State, 
which in order to extricate itself, had 
lecourse to a forced loan from the citi- 
zens, promising them interest at the rate 
of four per cent It is generally be- 
lieved that the Chinese were the invent- 
ors of bank notes, which are said to have 
ariginated about 119 years B. C, in the 
leign of tho Emperor Ou-ti, who hap- 
pened to be in want of money at the 
time, and hit upou this device " to raise 
it." About 800 A. D., the Chinese, in the 
reign of Haintsonng, of the dynasty of 
Thaug, issued true bonk notes. They 
were called feytsien, or flying money. 
There was a frequent over-issue of these 
notes, and it was so easy to create this 
paper currency that the value declined. 
It took 11,000 min, or 15,000 of our dol- 
lars to buy a cake of rice, and at last the 
issue ceased. Two centuries later notes 
were issued in China, under legal re- 
strictions, by joint stock companies, who 
V^mised to pay cash for them every
